Your attention 
is called specifically to paragraph II, B.3,, which sets forth this 
authority. 


You will note that the draft indicates that CIA, in connection 
with polygraph examinations of DoD personnel, abides by certain 
general policies as set forth in paragraphs I1LB,4.,5., and 6.
